Literary Problems, 


[Coinhill Magjjmt ] 


Roughly speaking, we may say that in 


the seventeenth ccutury warcely .\ny 
man could make-«, living out of litera- 
ture in EngUiU'i. 
I'i the eiglitei'titli 


many men could inuke a bare living; in 
the nineteenth many can make a very 
decent income. 
Can we say that ttie 


supply has improved with tlie demand? 
The trade has undoubtedly increased 
and multiplied beyond calculation. 


But if we speak of the art, he would 


be a told Man who should say that there 
is any improvement at all. Have we 
now any rnk to wt betide Skatapeare, 
and Spenser, and Bacon, with their 
minor stars of the great constellation? 
Is the literature of tie present day, set- 
ting aside two or three men of genius, 
who belong.rather to the previous tlinu 
to this generation, to be compared to 
that of»the great epochs? IB it even 
clearly better than the comparative dead 
level of the end of the last century? 
How many of the living writers under 
sixty will be read a century hence? I 
will not say—for 1 do not believe—that 
literature is really declining, nor main- 
tain, what some people hold, that we 
may trace here, as elsewhere, the tendency 
of democracy to substitute a mass of 
commonplace respectability for ubpare 
growth of more exalted excellence. 


The problem is far too complex to be 


answered in any off-hand formula. But 
it is at least plain that the finer growths 
of the literary vineyard are not multi- 
plied in proportion to the pecuniary 
manuring of tlie Aeld. 


It is said, and I suppose truly, that a 


successful dramatist at the present day 
could make an income at which the 
mouth* of all the inhabitants of Grub 
street would water. Even in the last 
century, playwritiug was by iar the 
most profitable part of the trade to 
which an author could turn his hand. 
Have our plays, then, improved since tlie 
days when the sole record of the lives oi 
some of tbe most popular dramatists is 
due to the extreme difficulty which they 
experienced in raising a loan of £ot 
Plays at the present day have perhaps 
more iiternry value thau is admitted by 
tlie persons who are always declaiming 
about the decline of the stage. 


This, however, is »t least clear, that 


through tlie seventeenth century the 
drama represents the highest literarj 
achievements of tho first writers of the 
time; that in the next century there arc 
only some 1mlf-dozen plays which have 
any claim to be in (tie lirst rank ol 
literature, and that in tbe present ceil' 
tury (putting aside plays like the 
"Cenci" or "Van Artevelde," not reallj 
intended for the stage) there are none. 
We could hardly apply a more crucial 
experiment to prove that money-pay- 
vents can not wcure good literature.

Throughout all the tricks, except when 
harnessed to the wagon, none of the 
horses are dressed with so mncli as a nose 
or neck strap, and are never touched by 
the exhibitor's hand nor whip.

Do Small Thing' TUoronghly.

He is very dangerously sick, 
and there are eleven in his family besides 
himsulf, all of whom nayo been exposed.
